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29. (Previously Presented) The information recording system according to 

claim 27, wherein the first data protection prot e ct flag prevents editing of the 

corresponding VOB f i rst i nformat i on unit and the second data protection pfeteet flag 

prevents editing of the corresponding title th i rd i nform a t i on un i t .

33. (New) The information recording method recited in claim 15, wherein, 
when one of the first identifying information and the second identifying information is 
changed by the recording apparatus, the other of the first identifying information and the 
second identifying information is changed by the recording apparatus relative to and in 
response to the change in the one of the first identifying information and the second 
identifying information. 

34. (New) The information recording method recited in claim 27, wherein, 
when one of the second recording device and the third recording device changes one 
corresponding identifying information, the other of the second recording device and the 
third recording device changes the other corresponding identifying information relative 
to and in response to the change in the one of the first identifying information and the 
second identifying information. 
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
